A PALMYRA FISH STORY.

?t 0ne of the outstanding features of 
Palmyra Island is the great variety of 
species and the astonishing numbers of fish 
found there. Wo arrived at the anchorage, 
some two miles off shore, too late to land 
at night. During the evening one of the 
party amused himself with a hook and lino. 
Tho water was some thirty feet deep and in 
approximately half an hour he landed twenty- 
five fish of fifteen varieties or species. 
During the next few weeks wo found that in 
the deep lagoons scattered about the main 
central platform itself which is awash at 
low tide or bare, and two to four feet und¬ 
er water at high tide, the same conditions 
prevailed. 

Mullet in Swarms and Clouds. 

As to Mullet - the same mullet that Is 
[ the fish dole cacy of Hawaii - except that 
they are somewhat lighter in color - the 
word 5I school !I does not adequately describe 
them. They are in swarms and in i! clouds'*, 
as they sweep across the shallows egad crowd 
the inlets and shores of tho minaturo isla¬ 
nds. Mullet are naturally a timid fish, by 
reason of tho fact that in various stages 
of their growth they form a principal food 
for almost every fish that swims. Hot with¬ 
standing this, and the constitutional ner¬ 
vousness growing out of the necessity for 
being constantly on tho qui vivo for danger 
as to the price cf life, they appear to 
have no fear of man if he stood still, or 
moved quite slowly* A school of mullet on 
the move, covering a quarter of an acre or 
so, would simply divide and pass around a 
man in water not over two feet deep, as un¬ 
concernedly as though he were a post or 
coral head. A single fling of a n throw nut fI 
usually provided two to three times as many 
mullet as our party of four could utilize. 

The ulua, the most active fighter if 
the game fish of Hawaii as well as of the 
Palmyra region, was our favorite food fish, 
being palatable Wether broiled, fried, 
baked or served as chowder.
